Over the past year, this omce has been investj-ga u-n^^ 
and reporting on the ^Isv; Orleans investigation ci President 
Kennedy’s assassina tion. As you are surely v;al^ aware, tne 
case has raised as many questions as it has answered, and 
we reporters often turn to the government for Ci.arixicatj.on. 

Last v/eek v/e contacted i»Ir. Jim Garrison’ s ^ of lice and 
v/ere informed that U.S. Attorney David t>ress in V«'asn.*.nguon 
D.C. had declined to serve a subpoena on Mr. Allen^ Dulles , 
as requested by Garrison. When v/a telephoned Mr. Brass 

to learn the basis for his action, v:e v/ere given what I 
might - generously - term a rude *^No comment.” 

Mr. Attorney General, I can readily understand how 
^tient you and your officers must have oecome v/iun tnis 
^er, and I am sure i'lr. Bress is occupied with other 
imoortant business. But the attitude we encounuered y/as 
one of total disregard - almost contempt - for the public 
by a nublic servant. Cur reporter v/ould have been satis- 
fied with merely a brief explanation. In the event that 
explanations are contrary to Department policy, p‘=^rhv^ps 
the ”No -comment” could be tendered in a more polite 
manner. 

This subject, however tedious it may be, is certain 
to retain its interest to our listeners. I hope that, 
in the future, v/o might look forv/ard to' better co-operation 
with the Justice Department, and perhaps even an answer 
to our original question.
